Global War 
Is Possibility 
Asserts Vinson 


Washington, July 25 (/P) — Rep. 


Vinson (D-Ga) said 
today 
"a 


global war is a real, .distinct pos- 
sibility at any time" and Ameri 
can forces must be built up for 
that possibility. 


Vinson, chairman of the armed 


services committee, 
made 
the 


statement in a speech prepared for 
house delivery in support of a bill 
that would add a year to the serv 
ice period of enlisted men now in 
the armed forces. 


A house vote was expected later 


in the day. 


The enlistment "freeze" already 


has passed the senate. 


The house also expected to take 


a vote later on legislation to 
lif( 


all limits from the 
size of the 


armed forces. 


On a speed-up schedule, it may 


vote next week on 
giving 
the 


armed froces the $10,486,976,000 in. 
additional money asked for them1 
by President Truman. 


Vinson said the
